TRANSPORTATION 


GETTING THERE (BY AIR) 

Labuan is well-linked by air. It is easily accessible from 
Kuala Lumpur International Airport (KLIA), situated in 
Peninsular Malaysia. It is also accessible from Kota 
Kinabalu in Sabah and Miri in Sarawak. Labuan is served by 
Malaysia Airlines, MAS Wings as well as AirAsia. 


GETTING THERE (BY SEA) 

The Labuan International Ferry Terminal receives ferries 
from Sabah, Sarawak and Brunei Darussalam. The journey 
from Kota Kinabalu takes about 3 hours, while the 
journey from Miri takes about 2 hours and 45 minutes. 
From Brunei Darussalam, Labuan is accessible in only one 
hour. Visitors from Sabah can board the ferry (capable of 
accommodating vehicles) at the Menumbok Jetty. 


GETTING AROUND LABUAN 

Getting around Labuan is relatively easy. The 
island'sexcellent road network links Labuan's main town 
with other parts of the island. It just takes about 1 hour to 
go around the island by road. Taxis and chartered limou- 
sines are the popular modes of transport. Alternatively, 24 
hours Call Taxi Services are available. Car rental for 
self-drives can be arranged.
